‘FYT TAKES ALL TYPES to make a world.” Well, so it 

Ådoes. No-one is likely to quarrel with this sort 
of remark. And whatever ‘type’ we happen to be 
we are called to meet the challenges and oppor- 
tunities of our age in one way or another .At the 
time of a National Festival it seems opportune to 
see where Toc H stands in relation to the issues 
which confront us today. 


We live at a time when the bounty of material 
wealth in terms of goods and cash is manifest on 
a greater scale than perhaps ever before. The ‘social 
conscience’ has been awakened to its responsibili- 
ties to the extent that a beneficent Welfare State 
looks after us from the cradle to the grave. During 
the forty-odd years existence of Toc H its members 
have taken their share in prodding that conscience, 
albeit in a quiet and unobtrusive way. 


Now this is good so far as it goes. It marks 
definite progress in the affairs of men. Does it mean 
that our work is done? Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Members of Toc H are called to 
witness in their lives to a belief that “behind the 
ebb and flow of things temporal stand the eternal 
realities”. Our job is to work for God's Kingdom 
in the wills of men. The improved material stan- 
dards we now enjoy (and well might we seriously 
question our acceptance of such standards for our- 
selves when faced with the plight of millions 
throughout the world) bring a whole host of new 
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To What Purpose ? 


problems. Mass security so often makes for per- 
sonal insecurity in, and indifference to, the deeper 
things of life. People of all ages confronted with 
the ‘bigness’ of business and industry feel they do 
not count as individual persons any more. If some 
barriers have gone down, new barriers which keep 
people apart have been set up and in fact seem to 
be inherent in the present system. 


Let us make no mistake about it, we are in this 
situation and must be if we are ever to communi- 
cate to others insights about life which have come 
to many of us through our membership of Toc H. 
Fellowship, Fairmindedness, Service and Witness 
cease to be just words when they are interpreted 
through the experience of men who, though very 
different in background, outlook and environment. 
have nevertheless learned the art of living and 
working creatively together as members of a 
family. 


William Temple once said that the great need 
of our day was that people should cultivate in- 
dependence of mind and fellowship of spirit, and 
that the job of the Christian Church was to try to 
teach people to ‘feel together and think for them- 
selves’. ‘It is going to be done’, he went on, ‘in the 
realisation of the idea that we are all children of 
one family and that our Father is the God of Love’. 
This realisation of the idea, or making real the 
ideal, Toc H tries to achieve by, as it were, focussing 
down the tremendous principles implied in the 
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To What Purpose ? 


word ‘family’ on to hundreds of small local situa- 
tions. Every Branch, therefore, aims at being a tiny 
pilot-scheme for the ideal pattern of a Christian 
family. 


Yes, it takes all types, and we shall have a good 
cross-section of them at the Festival. It is truly a 
Family Occasion and cannot fail to be a joyous one.
